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BIG VOTE COMING 


OUT IN NEW YORK 


Hughes Declines to Make Any Claims 


and Hearst Goes to His Home 


For a Needed Rest. 


MANY ARRESTS MADE IN NEW YORK CITY 


New York, Nov. (>.—Weather condi- 


tions which could not be Improved, to- 
gether with an unusual interest in the 
contest between Charles B. Hughes 
and William R. Hearst, leading can- 
didates for governor, brought out an 
tmprecedentedly large vote in all sec- 
tions of the state today. Advices from 
•widely scattered districts detail with- 
out exception a flood of ballots during 
the morning hours, 
and 
in many 


places nearly the full vote had been 
polled by noon. New York city was 
tio exception, and except In scattered 
districts the forenoon voting was re- 
markably heavy. 


Brooklyn Vote Held Back. 


In Brooklyn, where Patrick H. Mo- 


Carren, the democratic 
leader, has 


been making a determined and open 
flght against William R. Hearst, there 
were indications that the regular dem- 
ocratic voters were holding back early 
In the day. Whether this was due to 
"orders" or because in many Brooklyn 
manufacturing 
establishments 
the 


employes are given, afternoon rather 
than the morning for voting Is not 
known. 


The fine weather which favored the 


voters seemed to please all the party 
leaders. The Hughes managers called 
It "good republican weather" and de- 
clared that every hour made the pros- 
pect of their candidate more bright. 


On the other hand the Hearst man- 


agers professed to be fully as well 
satisfied as the 
republicans. 
They 


were sure that 
the 
farmers' vote 


would help their cause, 
they 
said. 


This afternoon both 
the candidates 


were claiming victory by approximate- 
ly 200,000 plurality each. 


Watchers Are Vigilant. 


One oE the features of the election 


wan the extreme vigilance of watch- 
ers at the thousands of polling place.-? 
throughout the state. In many towns 
and villages hordes of private detec- 
tives guardeii every ballot box to pre- 
vent Illegal voting.

Windred arrests Had been made be- 
fore noon, but In nearly every casa 
the prisoners were able to prove their 
right to 
vote and 
were 
released. 


Among those arrested were many well 
known men whose winter homes were 
found closed when the police sought 
to verify their registration. 
All of 


these were permitted to vote after 
proving their residence. 


Charles E. Hghes, the republican 


candidate for governor, wai one of 
the early voters, depositing his ballot 
about X o'clock. It was nearly five 
hours later when William R. Hearst 
•A-opt to tho polls. 


TJj/ to Z o'clock nearly three hun- 


dred arrests had been reported to Su- 
perintendent Morgan. 


VOTING IN EMPIRE STATE. 


Fine Weather Starts trie Ballots In at 


an Early Hour. 


New York, Nov. 6.—Exceptionally 


favorable weather conditions after a 
campaign ol almost unprecedented ac- 
tivity on the part of the two leading 
candidates for gubernatorial honors, 
seems to Insure an unusually large 
vote. In. this city the balloting started 
with a rush-as soon as the polls were 
opened, and 111 many sections new rec- 
ords for tha early hours were made. 
In one election, district in the Bronx 
1S2 ballots were deposited In the flrst 
ninety minutes of voting. 


Service on the thousands of war- 


rants sworn out by Superintendent of 
Election Morgan was begun early in 
the day and there was a steady stream 
of prisoners from the polling places 
to police courts. In nearly every case, 
la the first, three hours, however, the 
prisoners proved their right to vote 
nnd were permitted to go back and de- 
posit their ballots. 


Charles B. Hughes, republican candi- 


date for governor, voted shortly before 
g o'clock. 


Many Arrests Made. 


Sixty arrests on charges of illegal 


voting and registration and offering 
r.nd accepting money for votes were 
reported at. tha office of the state su- 
perintendent of elections during the 
first two hours after the polls were 
opened. 
this is the greatest number of ar- 


rests reported in so short a time since 
the borough was established. 


Among the early morning arrests 


was former Police Captain Diamond. 
He voted from his home in 'East Eigh- 
teenth street. When the Morgan men 
went to verify the address they found 
the house boarded up. The arrest was 
made on the allegation that. Captain 
Diamond ha.d lived all summer in Put- 
nam county, this state. 


H!?irst Sends Message of Hope. 


W. R. Hearst sent the following tele- 


gram early today to the state commlt- 
teemen of the Independence league: 
"We will have at least two hundred 
thousand plurality in greater New 
York. I feel that our chances up the 
state are very bright, thanks to your 
efforts and the efforts of our friends." 


Dispatches from cities and towns up 


the state Indicate that a large vote is 
being polled. 


As the forenoon wore on balloting 


throughout the city continued with un- 
abated strength. This was particular- 
ly noticeable In the so-called "Silk 
stockings" neighborhood. 


A general canvass of the twelfth as 


sembly district, Charles P. Murphy's 
district, showed that, nearly one half 
the total registered 
vote had 
been 


cast before 9 o'clock. 


That the party watchers a.nd .elec 


tlon officials are extremely vigilant 
this year was evident from the me- 


ment the polls opened. In the borough 
of Manhattan alone 115 arrests had 
been reported up to 9:30 o'clock. A 
remarkable feature of these incidents 
was the unusual number of members 
of well known and wealthy families 
who were arrested and forced to prove 
their residence In court before being 
permitted to deposit their ballots. 


Judge Parker Had to Wait. 


Former Chief Judge Alton B. Parker 


was obliged to stand in line for more 
than a quarter of an hour before he 
received his ballot. Standing in the 
line at the same time were John D. 
Rockefeller, jr., H. McKay Twombly, 
Isador .1. Wonnser. .1. R. Dospassos 
and Harry Payne Whitney. 


J. Pierpont Morgan joined the line 


about 10:1S and deposited his ballot 
teu minutes later. 
Mayor McClellan 


remained In the voting booth only sev- 
en seconds: After depositing his bal- 
lot, he went to the city hall. 


Hearst Men Charge Fraud. 


The headquarters of tho Independ- 


ence league today issued a statement 
that reports received from State Com- 
mitteeman A. G. Meyers "indicated 
that fraud Is rampant In Herkimer 
county. 
Mr. Meyers has wired Mr. 


Ihmsen from Little Falls stating that 
in the town of Gray alone the regis- 
tration has been increased from 117 
last, year to 257 this year. 
Warrants 


are now being procured and all per- 
sons 
illegally 
registered 
will 
be 


promptly arrested-" 


Clarence J. Shearn, 
who 
was In 


charge of the watchers for the Inde- 
pendence league, said that he had re- 
ceived protests from his agents show- 
ing that the supply of ballots had been 
mixed in forty-one election districts In 
greater New York, the election offi- 
cers of one district receiving the bal- 
lots printed for another district. 


Many Ballots Disabled. 


Mr. Shearn said that at. least a hun- 


dred ballots for local candidates would 
bo void on account of this mistake, 
bjjt. it would liavo no effect on thy 
head of the ticket. 


President, Voorhees, of the bureau 


of elections, said that In the majority 
of cases the mis-delivery of ballots 
was only between 
different, election 


districts of tho same assembly 
dis- 


trict and that, the ballots will be count- 
ed. 


Up to 1 o'clock two hundred arrests 


on charges of illegal registration wero 
reported. 
In almost overy instance 


tho voter was vindicated. 


Hughei Works; Hears* Rests. 


"I am making no prophesies." said 


Mr, Hughes, after voting today. 
"I 


am content to wail, until the vote lu 
counted. 
I am indeed thankful that 


th« strata ot the campaign Is over. It 
has been a most strenuous one. I 
have a great deal of work on my 
hands which my campaigning hag pre- 
vented me attending to. I shall spend 
today hard at It, catching up." 


Mr. Hearst said he would remain tn 


his home aJI ths afternoon resting and 
gave the newspaper 
men who had 


beau waiting for him the run of the 
house. 


"It's such a fine day," said 
Mr. 


Hearst, "that. I don't want any one 
to ba waiting for me ouaide my doors." 


While driving in a closed carriage 


at Columbia and Livingston 
streets. 


Meyer Schoenfald, manager 
for the 


Hughes volunteer campaigners, 
and 


his son, Abraham 
H. 
Schoenfeld, 


were attacked by a gang 
of roughs 


who threw rocks and bricks at the 
carriage. One brick crashed through 
the 
glass 
window and 
smashed 


Schoenfeld's hat. At the same time, 
Samuel Maltz, a republican worker, 
was attacked while standing near the 
carriage and beaten about the head. 


Buffalo. 


Buffalo, Nov. 6.—Up to noon 38,474 


votes had been cast in this city, 1.138 
more than were cast at the same time 
last year. The registration this year 
was 74,745. Reports from tha voting 
booths located in the labor districts 
indicate that a large vote had been 
cast, early. 
At democratic headquar- 


ters it was claimed that the laboring 
men were voting for Hearst And that 
he will carry both the city and county. 


At, republican headquarters it was 


claimed that as a result of their ob- 
servations 
of

Hughes 


would have at least 12,000 more votes 
In the county than Hearst. 


Street Car Men Cannot Vote, 


There

among the street car employes of Man- 
hattan today as a result of ii notice 
which appeared yesterday at the car 
barns of the New York City Railway 
company. The notice reads: 


"No man will he excused tomorrow, 


November fi. Any man reporting sick 
or losing his car will be dismissed, 
providing circumstances warrant It. 
Any man losing'his car will report to 
starter as so'on as possible." 


The men claim that this order will 


deny them an opportunity to vote as 
they had to be ;on duty at 7 o'clock 
this morning an'd will not be at lib- 
erty until after t.jhe polls are closed.

These 
were cast for the most, part by work- 
men -who wanted to deposit, their bal- 
lots before leaving to begin their day's 
work, and in the first, hour there was 
a goodly percentage of the vote cast.

NOVEL CAMPAIGN. 


Workmen Get Beverage at Cost and 


a Noonday Rest is Provided 


Free by M. E. Deaconesses. 


Chicago, Nov. 6—Women of the 


Wabash Avenue 
Methodist church, 


Fourteenth street and Wabash avenue, 
have launched a campaign against the 
saloonkeepers 
of the district. 
The 


women have deviated from the ordi- 
nary path. It is a campaign both ma- 
terial and practical—of coffee vs. beer. 


Within sight of half a dozen saloons, 


on two sides of the church, signs have 
been posted which read: 


"Coffee. 2 cents a cup; 5 cents a 


quart." 


"Try our best coffee, 2 cents. Noon- 


day rest free " 


"Our undertaking has proved suc- 


cessful—even more so than we ex- 
•pected," said Miss Lucy A. Hall, a 
deaconess of the church, .yesterday. 
"It has warranted us placing lunch 
tables in the room ana adding a read- 
ing table and oiher utilities." 


Men Prefer Coffee to Beer. 


What has -put the undertaking to a 


test is the fact that across Fourteenth 
street from the church a large brick 
building is in course of construction. 
A hundred men are employed about 
it. 


"We used to observe that these men 


almost daily went to the neighboring 
saloons for a bucket of beer to drink 
at lunch time," said Miss Hall. "Soon 
after we hung out our sign they took 
notice. One day a man came with a 
tin bucket in each hand and bought a 
quart of coffee, which was poured in 
one. In the other pail was n quart of 
beer. 
He said he always had been 


buying two quarts of beer daily for 
his crowd. Before many days the man 
came and bought both pails full of 
coffee. 
Now dozens of the men buy 


coffee here every noon." 


The coffee room, which occupies n 


rear room on the first floor of the 
church, was established more especial- 
ly for the hundreds of factory sirls 
and young men in the district. With- 
in a block of the church are a cloth- 
ing factory. :i chewing gum factory 
and a hat factory, besides other small- 
er ones. Many of the factory workers 
bring their lunches 
to 'the church 


room, where tables are provided nnd 
coffee is furnished at 2 cents a cup. 


Dispensary Part of Church Work. 
This has led many to take an In- 


terest in the church. 
Other depart- 


ments recently added by the board of 
deaconnesses. which has charge of the 
work, are: 
A dispensary, three physicians. Dr? 
Dodd. Hatrteld and Bergolth. In turn glv-

A Friday night social gathering, to 
whleh younp men and women are In- 
vited.

ances. Its botanic name is abrus pre- 
catorius nobilis. Prof. Josef Norvack. 
au eminent Austrian, recently arrived 
in England with twenty cases of these 
remarkable plants. 
They have been 


found peculiarly sensitive to magnetic 
and electric influences. When changes 
in these occur Us twigs and leaves 
perform peculiar and abnormal move- 
ments, each of these having its defi- 
nite significance. 
By Us aid weather 


forecasts can he made from two to 
seven days ahead of rain or fog and 
earthquake forecasts as much as twen- 
ty-six days in advance over an area of 
three hundred square miles. It also 
predicts volcanic eruptions and accu- 
mulations of fire damp in mines. Nor- 
vack will establish bureaus in San 
Francisco, Bombay and Tokio.

Practical Pattern for Boy's Suit 


to Use in Making Over Garment 


BY MRS. JANE FORD. 


Frequently letters are received re- 


questing us to show designs that will 
admit of being 
cut 
from materials 


which have served their time in ocher 
;arments for the older members of the 
'amily. 
The little suit shown today 


'or a boy from four to ten years of 
age is particularly gopd to be used in 
cases of this kind, for the reason that 
t may be made from almost any kind 
of material and look well; besides, it 
s severely plain, and therefore re- 
quires no extra amount of material, 
which often is a question of vital im- 
portance in making a new garment 
:rom an old. 


It the material is in such shape as 


to mako it necessary to piece it, the 
jlouse could have a seam down the 
center of the back, and the front could 
se pieced so as to bring a plain piece 
down the front four to six Inches wide. 
The seams in this case should be giv- 
en the tailor finish. To do this make 
an ordinary seam on the wrong side 
one-quarter of an inch wide, open the 
pieces of cloth and let the seam lay 
on the piece Intended for the center 
front; on the right side run a row of 
stitching three-eighths of an inch from 
the seam. This will hold the edges 


fast to the front, then along the very 
edge of the seam run another row of 
stitching and press carefully before 
making up. 


The sleeves can ba pieced under- 


neath. If possible, the trousers should 
be cut from whole pieces. The buttons 
may be either smoked pearl or cov- 
ered with tho material.

Stone, of Purdue university, has 
made the announcement that, begin- 
ning -with September of next year, the 
entrance requirements of the institu- 
tion -will he raised. After that date . 
all candidates for admission will be | 
required to be prepared in solid geom- 
etry, in addition to the other subjects 
required for entrance. * The 
faculty 


finds that 80 per cent of the freshman 
class, which this year numbers 516, 
ere graduates of commissioned high 
schools and are received on certifi- i 
cate. The remaining 20 per 
cent,; 


•whether graduates 
of non-commls- 


stoned high schools or undergraduates 
of any high school, have been required 
to gain admission through examina- 
tion. 


Nearly all of these have 
had in-, 


struction in solid geometry and very i 
few come from 
schools 
where the 


subject is not taught. The new rule. 
therefore, will work no hardship, but 
*rill tend to Induce completion of the 
high school course which the univer- 
sity authorities deem highly desirable 
before undertaking college work.

and it overturned and was crushed to 
pieces, killing or Injuring all the pas-

Strikes; 49D.754 persons were fed at varl.- 
ous institutions ancl the volunteer prison 
league has cared for 50.000 persons, 70 
per cent of whom are now living upricht, 
law-abiding lives." 


LANDS FOR INDIANS ONLY. 


Supreme Court Denies Rlflht to Whites 
Who Intermarry. 


Washington. Nov. 
6.—The 
supreme 


court of the United States yesterday af- 
firmed the decision of tho court of claims 
in tho case of Daniel Red Bird, the 
Cherokee nation and other* against tho 
XJnlted States, known as "tho whlto man's 
cast." 
The cases Involved 
the 
long 


pending claims of 2.000 to 8.000 white 
persons to participate In the distribution 
of tho lands tind tho funds of the Chero- 
kee nation because of marriage with 
members of the tribe. 
Them are over 


4,000,000 acres of land and the tribal 
funds are extensive. 
Tho decision was 


favorable to tho Indians. 
The Indians strenuously resisted tho 


claim, contending that they bad never 
by law recognized property rights on ac- 
count of Intermarriage. In passing upon 
the c.ircs tho court of claims held that 
tho trlbiil lands uro not communal lands, 
but that whites who acquired citizenship 
by marriage prior to 1875 liavo equal in- 
terests with tho Indians. 
The court of claims also held that 


whlto husbands of Cherokee women who 
have abandoned their wives have forfeited 
all rights as Cherokee citizens, Including 
that of participating In the 'proceeds of 
Cherokee lands. 
The decision affirmed 


that decision in all raspects. 


Chief Justice Fuller scid: "The privil- 


ege of paying $500 Into 
the 
Cherokee 
treasury and becoming thereby entitled 
to 'all the rights of other Cherokces 
existed only from November 1. 187B to 
November 28. 1877. Assuming that the 
national council had authority under tho 
Cherokee constitution of 1839 and th,o 
amendments of 1886 lo confer on white 
Intermarried citizens tho privilege of pur- 
chasing a right In the soil nnd funds of 
the nation, that privilege .was withdrawn 
in two years and, according to the facts 
found, was only availed of by two per- 
sons neither of whom was an indlvldua 
party to this suit." 
Concerning the act of congress of 1S02 


the chief justice said; "Not a single word 
of the act Intimates that theso Inter 
married persons havo or are to have any 
Interest In the property of the nation."
